WHY I AM A SHRINER 


FEW days ago a brother asked me a 

very simple question, i.e., “Why did 
you join the Shrine I doubt not that 
every Shriner has been asked the same 
question and I am wondering how mar 
you have ever taken the time out to seri- 
ously analyze your answer. 
First, I am a Shriner because I am a 
ason. No Shriner should ever forget 


Templar or a Thirty-second Degree Scot- 
tish Rite Mason, and it is equally impor- 
tant that this not be forgotten. 

To some the above statements may 
sound just a little trite. Let us analyze 
them. In the first three degrees we are 
taught the tenets of a good moral life by 
the study of a fundamental, thought- 
provoking, serious philosophy. Any man 
who pa through the first three degrees 
and is not impressed and humbled by the 
magnitude of i rious philosophy, has 
missed the very essence of Masonry. 

In the York Rite the Mason travels in 
hand with this deep inspiring ide 
til he has earned the right or priv 
we the Cross and Crown symbolizing 
his acceptance of its great Christian prin- 
ciples. Someone has coined the phrase, 
“The Bulwark of Christendom,” and it is 
my humble opinion that no organization 
outside the church so well deserves this 
title as the York Rite. 

In the Scottish Rite we take the Mason 
back to the beginning of recorded history 
and attempt to teach him, not what men 
believe, but why they believe as they do. 
Then we lead him on up through the 
philosophy and belief of the middle ages, 
until finally he finds himself face to face 
with that high idealism of the Fatherhood 
of God and the brotherhood of man, and is 
taught the immeasurable worth of the in- 
dividual man, which in its final analysis is 
true Americanism. 

By now you are ready to ask, “What has 
this to do with becoming a Shriner?” Just 
this — any thinking man who has been ac- 
corded the privilege of Masonic teaching 
must inevitably be impressed by the great 
inequalities which exist in our present so- 
cial structure and equally depressed by his 
inability to correct them. Too much such 
rious thought often leads either to pes- 
simism, moral confusion or complete re- 
jection and mental anarchy. Such a man 
must have periods of relaxation. This is 
the field in which the Shrine rightly func- 


at where thinking men may 
associate themselves with other thinking 
men and without laying aside one iota of 
their Masonry still find respite from life’s 
complexities by relaxing for a few hours in 
clean, wholesome companionship and fun. 
No other organization compares with it 
and my Masonic life was not complete un- 
til I found the Shrine. That, my brethren, 
is why I am a Shriner.

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FORMER FOOTBALL STAR PAYS

But I know of a 
fellow who was born without them, and 
received them as a gift. In a recent F; 
We All-Star Shrine Football class 
played at San Francisco on New Year's 
Day, the star of that game was a boy who 
once was carried into a Shriners’ Hospital 
on a stretcher! That boy was supposed to 
have legs that would never walk! As far 
as I’m concerned, e step he took on 
that football field was a living, breathing 
tribute to the generosity of the Shriners. 
“Now I guess it’s no secret that I'm an 
Irish Catholic. Sure and all the Harmons 
are afther bein’ good Catholics. But the 
Shriners would never ask me about that if 
my little girl entered one of their hospitals. 
The evil forces that strike the limbs of 
little ones don't ask where you go to 
church, or how you voted, or what's the 
pigmentation of your skin. Neither do the 
Shriners. I say thank the Good Lord for 
men such as Philadelphia's former mayor, 
the great philanthropist, W. Freeland 
Kendrick, who saw, as a soldier, the great 
advances of orthopedie surgery in World 


War I — who came home and enlisted the 
aid of all his fellow Nobles in building this 
monumental accomplishment, the greatest 
of its kind in all the world. Mr. Kendrick, 
as chairman of the Board of all these 
hospitals, has dedicated his life to the 
crippled children of America. 

“And to you who are not Shriners, one 
more word: there are 400,000 crippled 
children in America today — 1,700 of these 
are on the waiting lists of the 15 Shrine 
Hospitals. Let’s all do all we can to get 
those kids into the hospitals, out of their 
isery and back on their feet.

CRITICISM OF THE SHRINE IS 
CRITICISM OF ALL MASONRY 


N SOME localities there is a tendency 

on the part of some members of the 
prerequisite bodies to speak critically of 
the Shrine as an organization and of the 
conduct of certain individuals in particular. 
In doing so, they are also being critical of 
their own members and brothers. All 
members of the prerequisite bodies are not 
Shriners, but all Shriners are members of 
the prerequisite bodies. Any criticism of 
the Shrine, therefore, is also a criticism of 
the Blue Lodge and the York Rite or the 
Scottish Rite. Likewise, any commenda- 
tion of the Shrine is also commendation of 
the prerequisite bodies. The Blue Lodge 
Mason has had one screening. The York 
or Scottish Rite Mason, two. A Shriner 
has passed both these screenings, plus a 
third one before being admitted to mem- 
bership. We should have the “cream of 
the crop.” 

The membership of the Shrine is a com- 
posite of the membership of the other 
Masonic bodies. There’s none perfect, no, 
not one. When a Shriner fails to live in 
accordance with the teachings and obliga- 
tions received and assumed, a Blue Lodge 
Mason, a York or Scottish Rite Mason, 
has also fallen short of his high ideals. 

Perhaps the most flagrant criticism is 
expressed in the old vaudeville gag, “A 
Shriner is a drunken Mason.” I’m re- 
minded of the old Greek who decided to 
plant for himself a grape vine. He had 
heard that the crushed bones of an animal 
is good fertilizer for grape vines, so he 
carefully planted his vine, crushed the 
bones of a lion and put around it. Still 
later he crushed the bones of a jackass and 
put around his vine. The vine grew and 
flourished and by and by fruited pro- 
lifically. The old man took some of the 
fruit and made for himself a beverage. 
When he tasted it he discovered that in- 
deed the fertilizer had affected the fruit. 
When he drank a little of the wine he 
wanted to sing like a bird. When he drank 
more, he had the courage of a lion. When 
he drank even more, he behaved like a 
jack All Shriners do not get to the 
jackass stage. And all who do get to the 
jackass stage are not Shriners.
